How  long  did  it  take  me  to  die?  I don't  know,  it 
seemed  to  happen  so  fast . . , 

How  lonj?  does  it  take  to  die  in  a car  wreck?  Long 
enough  to  pump  the  brake  a third  time?  Long  enough 
to  catch  a glimpse  of  an  onrushing  train?  Long  enough 
to  lie.  I>ent  and  broken,  witli  life  seeping  out  onto  vir- 
gin snow? 

Last  year  37.800  Amencans  found  out — the  liaVd 
way.  Anotlier  l.  iOO.OOO  almost  learned  and  came  away 
with  painfully  disabling  injuries.  Tlie  total  cost  of  this 
unl>elievable  waste?  More  than  $6,200,000,000.  (If  j*ou 
stacked  that  many  silver  dollai's  on  top  of  each  otlier, 
they'd  tower  over  6,000  miles !) 

This  Friday  Brigham  Young  University  students 
will  be  taking  to  tlie  roads,  eager  to  get  home  and 
share  the  warmth  of  family  love.  It’s  very  i>ossible  that 
some  won’t  make  it. 

Consider  these  facts: 

— Most  accidents  liapi>en  at  high  si)eeds.  Young 
drivers  have  the  least  regard  for  si)€i^  laws,  according 
to  a study  l)y  University  of  Nebraska  professors. 

— Young  drivers  are  responsible  for  more  tlian 
their  share  of  traffic  accidents. 

— The  chances  of  getting  killed  are  better  at  night 
—just  the  time  when  impatient  students  will  be  shar- 
ing drivers  to  make  a long  drive  in  a short  time. 

— ^Tlie  majority  of  accidents  happen  in  rural  areas, 
and  the  westeni  states  are  the  most  sparsely  settled 
in  the  nation. 

Tliis  year  when  you  drive  home,  arrive  home.  Be 
sure  your  car  is  oi)erating  well — now  would  be  a good 
time  to  have  it  checked  over.  Know  where  you’re  going 
and  what  roads  are  the  best  to  travel.  Brush  up  on 
winter  driving  techniques.
